CONSUMPTION OF SMOKE—INSOLVENT DEBTORS, &c. 

Mr. M.A. Tavton moved for the revival of the Committee 
formerly appointed to enquire how far it was practicable to com- 
pel persons using steam-engines, furnaces, Kec. to consume ther 
own smoke. [fthe inquiry were renewed, he pledged himself to 
establish, that the great nuisance which rendered London, Man- 
chester, Birmingham, Liverpool, and other great manufacturing 
places, so unwholesome, might be remedied, and that in amenner 
comparstively’simple. ‘The specalation of consuming the smoke 
had now been realized. He referred particularly, in saying this, 
to the works of a geu'leman of the name of Parkes, at Werwick : 
he (Mr. Taylor) had lately seen the manufactory, and other 
Hon. Geatlemen, now in the House, had had « sinnilar opportu- 
nity of witnessing the compicte consamption of the smoke by the 
furnaces there employed. Only two-thirds of the fae formerly 
consumed were now necessary ;-and opon entering the premises 
any pereod not acquainted with them would tind it very difficult 
cven to discover the sitwation of the furnaces. 

Mr. Deaman, Sie Charles Mordaant, and another Member, 
corroborated Mr. ‘Taylor's avcount of the complete suovess of the 
vpeeulation at Mr. Parkes’.
